Doctors are well aware of the fact that many 
times when the patient complains of stomach 
trouble, there is nothing wrong with the stomach 
itself. 

At different times, studies have been made of 
many thousands of patients who complained 
chiefly of not digesting their food properly and 
it has been found that actual disease of the 
stomach was present in only about 20 per cent of 
the cases. 


In about 25 per cent, it has been discovered 
that the symptoms are the result of a functional 
disturbance of the stomach marked principally 
the stomach failing to do its work normally. 

In anywhere from 33 per cent to 40 per cent 
of the cases, the digestive difficulty mentioned 
by the patients will be coming from organs other 
than the stomach which are a part of the digest- 
ive system or are closely related to it. This in- 
cludes diseases of the gall bladder, liver, small 
intestine, large fntestine, appendix, etc. In this 
group, the gall bladder is the worst offender. 

In another 15 per cent the indigestion is the 
result of diseases of organs not closely related 
to the digestive system. In this class would go 
the faulty digestion due to eyestrain, to heart 
troubles, to. chronic Bright's Disease, to per- 
nicious anemia, etc. 

I have mentioned these percentages so you 
will see how important it may be that any 
patient with chronic digestive difficulty be ex- 
amined. When the patient goes to the doctor 
gaying his food fails to agree with him, it is ad- 
visable to know whether the cause lies within 
the stomach or outside of it, before outlining 
treatment. 

Physicians frequently use a term which I 
would like to impress upon you—the term “gas- 
tric mask.” A mask is that which disguises or 
covers up something else, and it is often true 
that stomach symptoms disguise or cover up a 
disorder which secret or hidden. As an 
illustration, a “sick” gall bladder may present 
the mask of indigestion over a period of n any 
years before any signs arise pointing to gall 
bladder trouble
